They are unable to protect their ally, China, 
from their ally, Japan. They were unable to keep 
D’Annunzio from provoking war with their ward, 
Jugo-Slavia. 

They have pursued a policy toward Russia nicely 
calculated to infuriate the Reds but not stop them, 
and to throw all Russians together to repel inva- 
sion. They have made war on Russia with bent 
pins. They have thrown away supplies and money 
in fomenting disastrous failures such as Yude- 
nitch, Denikine, and Kolchak. 

They have grabbed territory they could not gar- 
rison and pushed out frontiers they could not de- 
fend. They have driven Arabs and Syrians to 
arms. They have exposed the Armenians to repris- 
als from Kurds and Turks. It is the most aston- 
ishing record which ever was written after a vic- 
tory, and its most astonishing chapter concerns 
Poland and Russia. 

The solemn words which were written into the 
covenant of the “league of nations have had no 
validity or meaning whatever. The league was 
formed and is in existence. Its council meets. It 
has, on paper, impressive strength. It has, on 
paper, @ definite program. It has a rule for every 
emergency, but as the emergencies arise the two 
great powers, Great Britain and France, act, in 
harmony or in conffict, entirely aside from the 
league. 

The case of Poland is the clearest case which 
could come before the leagye, and the league has 
nothing’ to do with it. Poland is not only a mem- 
ber of the league, it is fhe creation of the league. 
It refused to remain within the boundaries given it. 

‘It made war in spite of the remonstrances of its 
creators. It provoked the Russians into becoming 


an active menace to western European democracy. 


It entered a war which is proving disastrous, and 
the league makes no pretense of even considering 
the siguation, which falls completely within the 
purposes of article X. of the covenant. 

This is so bewildering that even opponents of 
the covenant, doubters, skeptics, realists, and na- 
tionalists, cannot believe that so humiliating an 
exposure of futility and illusion could be made in 
so short a time. |

AN INTERNATIONAL MOVE 
‘AGAINST HIGH COST. 


The Inquiring Reporter has uncovered impressive 
evidence that the high cost of living is generally 
considered the most interesting question before the 
nation. The search for remedies is absorbing. For 
that reason our interest may carry us even as far 
as Brussels, where an international financial con- 
ference is to open July 23. | 
There is small comfort in international parleys 
for a man who faces a staggering grocery bill, but 
realization of the complexity of the whole problem 
may find comfort even so far from home. It is 
more than a lo¢al issue. It has many interna- 
tional ramifications, and a clarification of these 
phases of the problem brings some hope of its 
ultimate solution. . 

One such phase is the inflation of credit. Where- 
as the gold reserveof the thirty chief nations of 
the world in 1914 was 70 per cent of the currency, 
it is now approximately 18 per cent. Naturally 
currency cannot buy as much as it did. Deflation 
is an international as well as a national problem. 
In so far as the conference is able to determine 
upon sane methods of deflation, the United States 
as well as every other country will be helped.

The Hague tribunal is for the arbitration of differ- 
ences on a give and take basis. The court of justice 
is aimed to deal with questions from the point of law 
solely. It cannot step outside these confines. Na- 


court, as they will not be willing to place any question 
affecting their sovereignty in the hands of such a 
body unless no latitude is left to the court to go 
beyond the juridical questions involved in each case. 

“ In the beginning the International Court of Justice 
may not be very busy. The Supreme court of the 
United States did not have many cases to hear in its 
extreme youth. 

‘The world war has left the nations in an unsettled 
condition. But history shows that every other con- 
flict left the peoples disturbed for a certain period 
after the struggle ended. During the war all peoples 
were told that when peace came they should have 
all their aspirations fulfilled. Naturally this was im- 
possible. Interests clashed between friendly and aj- 
lied states, and all ambitions could not be realized.” 

Mr. Root finds the quiet atmosphere of The Hague 
entirely congenial to the work of the committee. He 
favors such a location for the court to the capital of a 
great power because of its freedom from politics and 
its relative quiet. 

The wisdom of the selection of a quiet spot for the 
organization of the court is shown by the fact that 
the committee meets daily from 9:30 in the morning 
until an average of 1 o'clock in the afternoon, 

“There must be no hint or breath of politics in this 
court,” insists Mr. Root. “I have made up my mind 
to decline all invitations to speak at dinners and other 
affairs, because when one makes speeches implied 
ideas are interpreted into them, and some political 
suggestion is always injected. 

“The committee works together in wonderful har- 
mony. Most of us have known one another in the 
past. I knew all my associates at various times be- 
fore. There is no set speech making or oratory at 
our meetings. We sit,round the common table and

Nation-wide™ plans fog the marketing 
of grain and live stock will be formu- 
lated by the American Farm Bureau 
federation in a two day conference, 
which opens tomorrow at the La Saiie 
hotel. Delegates, representing farmers’ 
coéperative organizations throughout 
the country, state farm bureaus, state 
grain dealers’ associations, farmers’ 
unions, society of ,equity, and state 
granges will attend.

to reports at Illinois wmniversity. Dr. 

Robert Graham, University of Illinois, 

has sent out a warning against the 
animal dope’ habit. 

“Probably there are few injurious 
practices more extensively followed by 
pome live stock men than the habit of 
continually giving tonics and medi- 
cines to the herds and flocks,” declares 
Dr. Graham. “ Unlimited confidence: 
should not be placed in testimonial of 


other printed ‘cureall’  literaturc, 
which: may be or eve 
false.” 


“The common ingredients found in 
tonics,” Dr.‘ Graham says, “ include 
copperas, salt, charcoal, magnesium 
sulphate, fenugreek, sodium hypo-sui- 
phide, with sand or other cheap filler. 
None of the ingredients mentioned are 
indicated in the-daily ration of ani- 
mals, and experience has definitely 
shown that such remedies may result 
in injury. Sine, sheep, and chickens | 
are probably fed more ‘cureall’ than’ 
any other class of farm animals, and 
carry the main burden of ill effects 
from these preparations.” 


He points out that some pure bred | : a 


breeders’ experiences sheuld be valu- 


able in this connection, and the in- | 


pression that these medicines have as 
sisted in the development of animals, 
enabling them to win in the show ring, 
is subject to correction, for in Yreaiity 
“some of the best breeding animals 
have been ‘doped’ beyond repair.”

From ten to forty 
precincts in each of the city’s thiry- 
five wards were canvassed, and the 
document, under the heading “true 
vote,” sets forth big gains for the 
bond issue proposal which a recount 
will show, the petitioners allege. 


Some of Gains Claimed. 


in the First ward a recougt will 
show a gain of 80 votes, the petition 
says; in the Second ward a gain of 132 
votes; in the Third, 213; in the Twenty- 
fifth, 327; in the Twenty-sixth, 258; in 
the Thirty-fourth, 292 and in the 
Thirty-fifth, 216. 

On the basis of the petitioners’ can- 
vass they estimate a recount will show 
the bond issues carried by 1,785 votes. 
The petition alleges the original count 
was “pretended,” “illegal,” “hap- 
hazard,” and “ unlawful.”
